IN SEARCH OF 141ST MERIDIAN 
(Special to the Bulletin) 

Winnipeg, Man., Aug. 1¢.—Professor 
Edwin Smith, of Washington, D. C. 
passed through the city a few days ago 
en route for Alaska. He js in charge 
of the coast and geodetic survey which 
is to determine the exact point at 
which the 14lst meridian crosses the 
Yukon River. The 41st meridian is 
the boundary between Alaska and Can- 
ada, hence the importance of having 
it established to the utmost exactitude.

He observes that the qual- 
ity of any telephone service depends 
on promptness of connecting, accuracy 


and the character of the voice trans- 
mission. With the present equipment 
here, none of these is of a high order. 
The cause lies in the central office. 
Surely there is nothing so novel in 
| this analysis of the trouble to demand 


the investigation of an expert. That 
a satisfactory telephone service de- 
penris on the promptness and accuracy 
of the ‘‘central’’ and on the quality 
of the telephone instruments and wires 


j ig not such an unheard of conclusion 
that it can only be reached by a mind 
stored with all manner of telephonic 
lore. Nor is it of greater noveity to 

| learn that the Edmonton system does 
not possess these desirable qu ities. 

Whatever it may be to the officials of 
the city it is certainiy no news to the 
patrons of the telephone system to be 
informed that the system is inefficient 
and that its ineficiency orginates 

either in inferior appliances, or a lack 

of prompt and accurate service at cen- 
tral, or both. These are the two facts 
which have stood out clearly in the con- 
sciousness of Edmonton telephone-users 
for several years and which with ad- 
mirable patience and more or less per- 
severance they have endeavored for 


marr months to communicate unto the | 


consciousness of the civic authorities. 

As improvements to this recognized 
inefficivney Mr. McMeen makes three 
proposals : 

1. Ali the Strathcona trunk lines and 
all toll lines from neighboring towns, 
terminate. before the regular  ‘sub- 
seribers’ operators, and in various po- 
sitions on the switchboard These 
trunk and toll lines should be detach- 
ed and placed upon a separate switch- 
board which need not be elaborate. Ail 
calls from Strathcona and_ outside 
points would thus come to a special 
operator. Call circuits and order keys 
should be_provided between the subur- 
ban switchboard and the local switch- 
board, enabling incoming calls to be 
placed direct to the operator who can 
reach the called line locally. This 
would relieve the local operators of all 
the burdensome inquiry concerning 
out of town calls, of writing tickets 
on them and to trunking such calls 
from one of the switchboard sections 
to another, as is now necessary. 

’. Breast transmitters should be in- 
stailed at central, and each given a 
sufficient battery supply to make it 
fairly sensitive. 

3. Order circuit buttons should be in- 
stalled at each position, one each for 
the positions to which each operator 
needs to make transfer calls. Call 
circuits from these buttons shall reach 
each to its proper opgrator’s set, and 
all transfer orders shall be given by 
telephone, instead of through the air 
as at present. 

Was it necessary te secure an ex- 
pert to decide that the work at central 
would be lightened and economized it 
the suburban switchboards were reliev- 
ed of the ‘‘outside”’ calls. that the la- 
bor would be made more effective and 
less trying if the attendants at cen- 
tral were provided with the most mo- 
dern instruments with a means of ex- 
changing ‘‘calls without disturbing 
each other by calling across the room ? 

Mr. McMeen’s report is doubtless 
correct. He appears to have discovered 
the cause of inefficiency and has sug- 
gested probably the best means for 


' improving the service. But both the 


cause of the inefficiency and the rem- 
edieg proposed might very wel! heve 


‘ been apparent to the officials in charge 


of the telephone system without the 
expense of securing an expert report 
and the delay of waiting for such re- 
port. If they were apparent to the of- 
| ficials why were they not proposed to 
| the council and undertaken long ago? 
One thing Mr. MeMeen’s 
makes tolerably certain, that.the pres- 
ber system can only be improved to 
; make it serve the present needs and 
| that at an early date it must be re- 
| placed by a modern and efficient sys-

Mr. R. Wills Locates Seam of Good 
Quality About Two Miles Down 
The River 


Mr. R. Wills, of this city, has loca ed 
a new coal mine a short distance eist 
of the city, in which he proposes te in- 
terest Capital and carry on develop- 
ment work. For some months Mr. 
Witis has been prospecting for coal on 
River Lot 31 onthe south side of the 
river Gpposite the new City mine. af- 
ter reaching a depth of twenty-four 
feet below the level of the river, or 
two hundred and thirty feet from the 
top of the banks, he has found a seam 
of excellent quality about four fe2t six 
inches thick. The property is» less 
than two miles from the city and the 
coal can de brought up the river, in 
summer in scOws, and in winter on the 
ice. Mr. Wills intends opening up a 
mine and putting the coal on the mar- 
ket as s0on as possible.

HISTORICAL NOTES, CANADIAN 

NORTHERN RAILWAY 
(Railway and Mine World) 

In 1895 the charter was acquired of 
the Lake Manitoba Ry. and Canal Co., 
and in the following year was com- 
menced the construction of a2 railway 
from Gladstone, 100 miles were! compiet- 
ed by the autumn of 1896, end at once 
put into operation. 

In i897 the operation of the line was 
extended 25 miles to Lake Winnipeg- 
Osis. 

In 1898, under the charter of the 
Manitoba and South Eastern Ry. Co., 
a commencement was mad@ on the grain 
carrying trunk line from Winnipeg 
totvards Lake Superior, on which 456 
miles of tract k were la:d. At the Lake 
Superior end the Port Arthur, Duluth 
and Western Ry. Co.'s charter was 
purchased and the rights of the Ontar- 
io and Rainy River River Ry. Co. ac- 
quired and work commenced from 19 
miles from Port Arthur on the former 
line under the charter of the O. and 
R.R. Ry. 

In 1898 the northern line was ex- 
etnded to 195 miles from Gladstone, 
Man. This extension was buiit under 
the charter rights of the Winnipeg 
Great Northern Railway, and it was 
in this year that this line and the L. 
M.R. and C. Co. were amalgamated 
under the name of the Canadian Nor- 
thern Railway Co. The other compan- 
ies were absorbed at later dates. Be- 
fore the close of the year the gap be- 
iween the rails on the Lake Superior 
line hid béen considerably lessened. 

In 1900, the Manitoba and Southeast- 
ern Ry. was completed to Rainy Ri- 
ver, Ont., where theconstruction of a 
large swing steel bridge had to be 
undertaken. From Dauphin, Man., 
westerly, the company built 25 miles 
through the Gilbert Plains and pushed 
the north line through the northwest 
corner of Manitoba to some 20 miles 
west of the provincial boundary. 

1901 was remarkable in the annals 
of the company. Firstly, as the year 
in which it took over from the Man- 
iteba Government the railway lines of 
the Northern Pacific and Manitoba Ry. 
Pwhich -ecured for the C.N.R. a main 
line threagh the fertil Portage Plains 
to within 19 milés of Gladstone, where 
the north line of the C.N.R. had been 
commenced, which link was completed 
within the year. Branch lines to 
Brandon and Hartney through unex- 
celled grain areas, and a connection to 
the south from Winnipeg to St. Paul 
and Minneapolis, were also obtained by 
this acquisition, making <n addition to 
the company’s operative mileage of 
350 miles. In additiot no this mileage, 


a valuable terminal in the heart of; 
Winnipeg was obtained, which by its | 


proximity to the large tract of ter- 
minal property which had already been 
acquired for the C.N.R. became of 
much greater value. Secondly, the year 
was notabla as that in which was com- 
pleted the line between Winnipeg and 
the Great Lakes port.

Stanley to Gunflint 70 miles: 33 miles 
on the Neepawa anch; 44 miles on 
the Carman branch. 

In 1903 the following additions were 
made; Neepawa to McCreary Ject., 41 
miles; Vassar cut off, 12 miles: Ross- 
burn branch 20 miles; Canadian branch 
20 miles.

THE NATIONAL TRANSCONTI- 
NENTAL RAILWAY. 

Hugh D. Lumsden, Chief Engineer, 
writes sa follows: As the value of a 
railwa yas means of transportation 
depends largely upon its location, 


spared in securing for the transcon- 
tinental line the best route available. 
The Great Lakes will for all time re- 
mian the favored freight route from 
the West to tide waters, but when the 
lakes are frozen, if the crops increase 
as they have increased for the past 
decade, there will always J millions 
of bushels of wheat awaiting — ship- 
ment in the West. In order to haul 
wheat at a profit two thousand miles 
from the wheat fields to the Atlantic 
it is abselutely necessary that the road 
be as free as may be from heavy 
grades and excessive curves. While 
the entire line is not yet definitely 
locatec, enough field work has been 
done to demonstrate beyond a doubt 
that the Transcontinentai will be, as 
far as grades go, one of the best laid 
lines across the continent. From the 
great wheat fields of the West to 
tide water on the Aflantie the grades 
going east will, in all prebability, not 
exreed 0.4 of a foot per 100 feet. This 
will mean that a modern locomotive 
will handle 42 cars between Winnipeg 
and Moncton. 

The first surveys on the Govern 
ment section under the commissioners 
were commenced in October, 1904. 
The first contracts from near Winni- 
peg to a point 245 miles east thereof 
and from the north end of the Quebec 
Bridge fer 150 miles westerly, a total 
distance of 395 miles. hafve been 
awarded. Inasmuch as the prime pur-

pose of the road is to relieve any pos- 
sible congestion of grain at Winnipeg, 
the Government is doing everything 
in its power to facilitate the construc- 
tion of that part. of the line from 
Winnipeg to Superior Junction, where 
it will be met by a branch line now 
being built by the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific Railway Company, north-westerly 
from Fert Willian to connect with the 
main Transcontinental line. By this 
means it is expected that the new road 
may be built in time to participate 
in the transportation of the crop of 
1907. As one evidence of the ranidi- 
ty with which the output of the West- 
ern field is growing, it is stated that 
in 1901 the G. T. R. received at its 
Lake Huron ports %,662,000 bush. of 
wheat. Last year the receipts reach- 
ed 29,746,000 bush. If there were any 
doubts—assuredly there were many— 
as to the ability of Canada to support 
another ocean to ocean railway, these 
doubts must be disappearing from the 
fact that the annual arrivals of im- 
migrants has increased fivefold within 
the past eight years. and that the 
wheat crop has doubled since the day 
Sir Wilfrid Luriasr made his famous 
speech on the need of another trans- 
continental railway. The whole line 
is being built as rapidly as may be 
consiatent with good building, but 
with the best we can de it is evident 
that the traffie will be ready for the 
road by the time the railway is pre- 
pared to take care of the traffic. 
From an engineering standpoint the 
obtaining of a suitable location 
through the entire country from the 
St. Maurice Rivyar to within 70 miles 
of Winnipeg has been tedious and ex- 
pensive, owing to the fact that little 
was known of the country through 
which it passed, there being only one 
or two points where any surveys had 
heretofore been run, and though ex- 
niorations had been made up a num- 
ber of rivers erossed hv the Trans- 
continental railway, little  hetween 
these streams. which generally rem 
at right aneles to the course of tho 
railwav.

Marie Louise wh.ich has arrived at 
Alicante, Spain, from Carthegena. re- 
lates having witnessed the foundering 
of the Sirio from a_ point close to that 
vessel.

Whereas the Municipal Council of 
the City ef Edmonton deem it expedi- 
ent to purchase a steam roller and cer- 
tain other machinery and apparatus 
tor the improving of streets and the

sum of. $12,000.00. should be. borrowed 
by. means of the issue of debentures, of
